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Storm Loss 


High In Part 


Of Florida 


APALACHICOLA, Fla. (AP) 
— Hurricane Agnes has gasped 
her last over backwoods Geor­ 
gia after a collision with the 
Florida 
Panhandle 
that 
left 
homes uprooted, roads awash 
and millions of dollars in dam­ 
age. 
Agnes, the first of the sea­ 
son's hurricanes, killed 18 per­ 
sons, injured more than 100' and 
forced 
thousands of families 
from their homes as she ramp­ 
aged north from Cuba. 
Although an 80-mile-per-hour 
parent of ravaging tornadoes 
early Monday, the storm was 
reduced to a disorganized mass 
by midnight and was sweeping 
across South Georgia with 45 
m.p.h winds. 
Once the storm had passed, 
residents along Florida’s north­ 
western coast began picking 
■their way through the soggy de­ 
bris they had called home. 
One 15-mile stretch bordering 
the Gu.ll 'Of Mexico from Cara- 
belle to Eastpoint, Fla., was 
lined with demolished homes 
Parts of U. S. 98—including 
much of the causeway between 
Eastpoint 
and 
Apalachicola— 
were eaten away. 
“I 
gave 
up counting 
how 
many houses were destroyed 
and just put 'most of them’ on 
my report,” said Red Cross 
volunteer Beth Henson. 
Many beachfront houses were 
reduced to little 
more than 
rubble. 
H e r b e r t CMpman whose 
house was rained, said, “The 
waters just came up and came 
in. 1 don’t know how much of 
my house is left.” 
While Agnes was churning 
across the Gulf toward the Pan­ 
handle, a backlash slammed 
into the Tampa Bay area, in­ 
flicting $12 million damage on 
St. Petersburg and neighboring 
towns. 
Flood waters more than 3 
feet deep were reported in sev­ 
eral neighborhoods in Pinellas 
County. 
Electrical 
power and tele­ 
phone service were interrupted 
during 'the day for more than 
1,000 homes, and when the flood 
waters 
subsided, 
poisonous 
snakes, scorpions and spiders 
turned up in residential sec­ 
tions. 
“I killed a 5-foot rattlesnake 
In my yard,” one St. Peters­ 
burg man reported. “The guy 
next door killed a coral snake.” 
Four persons died Monday 
and several others disappeared 
when a tornado sliced through 
three Okeechobee mobile home 
parks “like a freight train,” as 
one witness described it. About 
'40 injuries were reported.

Stats On Rush Co. 
Released By Dept. 
Of Commerce 


The 1970 Census of Housing 
counted 6,679 housing units in 
Rush County, and 5,730 house­ 
holds had at least one televi­ 
sion set 1.642 UHF equipped, 
the Bureau of the Census, U.S. 
Department of Commerce, an­ 
nounced today. The figu/es are 
from the first report, for Indi­ 
ana which presents detailed sta­ 
tistics on housing for each coun­ 
ty. 
The report shows that in the 
county: 
There were >,205 housing units 
with air conditioning, 987 with 
room units and 218 with a cen­ 
tral system, 4.449 units with a 
clothes washing machine, 3,027 
with a clothes dryer, and 860 
with a dishwaser. 
The 1970 population was 20,- 
352, with an average of 3.1 per­ 
sons per housing unit. 
A total of 5.095 housing units 
were built before 1949, 842 dur­ 
ing the 1950’s, 296 during 1960 - 
64, and 421 within the five years 
preceding the April 1970 census. 
Utility gas was used to cook 
the meals in 1,749 households, 
electricity in another 2,839, and 
bottled, tank, and LP gas in yet 
another 1,291. 
There were 6.215 housing units 
with complete kitchen facilities 
and 5,940 with complete bath 
rooms, both for exclusive use 
of the households. The number 
of bedrooms in all housing units 
ranged from none in 87 units 
and one in 813 units to four or 
more in 1,189 units. 
Owners occupied 4,244 units, 
renters 2,009 units, and a total 
of 401 units were vacant year 
around with 54 for sale and 
140 for rent.

A PC Begins Work 
On ’72-’73 Budget

Members of the Area Plan 
Commission began, work on. their 
1.972-73 budget at a special meet­ 
ing last night. 
The major expenditures anti­ 
cipated by the commission for 
the 1972-73 year includes the 
salary for a building commis­ 
sioner at $1,200.00. Considerable 
discussion surrounded the bud­ 
getary allotment and the man­ 
ner of payment for the commis­ 
sioner, especially in regard to 
the provisions set up by the Pre­ 
sident’s Cost of living Commit­ 
tee. 
Attorney 
David 
Malson 
pointed out that there was no 
provision in. last year’s budget 
concerning a. budding inspector, 
and therefore the 5 per cent in­ 
crease does not pertain to his 
salary. 
Another major request on the 
proposed budget is $1,200.00 sug­ 
gested for attorney fee. 
Other suggested outlays in­ 
clude those for travel expenses, 
secretary, telephone and tele­ 
graph, publication of legal no­ 
tices, printing, and office sup­ 
plies. 
Progress on the budget was 
halted after considerable discus­ 
sion concer ning the Com mis­ 
sion’ s share of the cost of Phase 
III of the Comprehensive Plan 
which, entails the requirements 
for building and zoning for the 
county. 
The commission has 
completed two phases of this 
extensive master plan set up by 
an engineering consultant firm 
in Indianapolis. The commission 
elected to leave the amount for 
Phase III which will comprise 
the largest request on the 1972- 
73 budget, open pending upon 
further investigation. 
Completion of the proposed 
budget will be undertaken at the 
regular meeting on June 27.. 
Upon completion the budget is 
sent to the County Council for 
approval.

Baseball Status Back To Congress

years, the U.S. Supreme Court 
has refused to overturn base­ 
ball’s unique status as the only 
sport exempt from 
antitrust 
laws. 
The highest court in the land 
thus threw the matter back at 
a seemingly disinterested Con­ 
gress, which has adopted none 
oi the more than 50 bills in­ 
troduced in the last two dec­ 
ades to change baseball’s re­ 
serve system which binds a 
player to one team indefinitely.

Monday 
against a suit brought by for­ 
mer outfielder Curt Flood, the 
court’s refusal to redefine the 
reserve clause raised the possi­ 
bility of another and more mas­ 
sive general strike next spring 
than the one which delayed the 
start of the 1972 baseball sea­ 
son for more 'than a week. 
“Technically, it is a subject 
for collective bargaining,” said 
Richard Moss, counsel for the 
Major League Baseball Players 
Association. “But practically, it 
is the subject for a strike, a 
long strike.

FEDERAL FUNDS, CITIES 
You may not like it, it may not be the 
most economical way to do things, but 
in this Year of our Lord 1972 and for 
maybe 20 or more years previously and 
who knows how long into the future, the 
use of federal funds to develop our cities, 
to rehabilitate downtown areas, modern­ 
ize traffic movement, and provide neigh­ 
borhood housing is the only way. Betty 
Giboney's articles have been an ample 
demonstration. 
The fact is that the cities have the 
problems, and the federal government 
as the money (tne taxing facility to 
raise large sums of money). The future 
of a city can almost be measured today 
fo\ its ability to secure federal funds for 
its development. 
For a city, and particularly a small 
one. to try to do it all by itself is like 
letting the strong, rich and powerful rob 
from the poor and weak. Big cities have 
bci n aware of these Federal funds for a 
long time — some since 1937 when the 
first- Federal Housing act was passed. 
The money they are using is in part, 
the tax dollars coming from New Castle 
and Henry County. If we do not use 
son.1 of this money we are paying the 
biils for cities with far more resources 
in industry, business and property tax 
base than we have. It is estimated that 
Indiana receives from the Federal gov­ 
ernment only 32 cents of every dollar 
sent to Washington as taxes. 
Indiana receives a lower percentage of 
the money it sends to Washington than 
any other state, and from the news of 
the other cities in Indiana. New Castle 
apparently does worse in this respect 
than the average city of the state. It 
certainly is not because New Castle is 
without the need for development. We 
need green spaces (park area) In the 
city’s interior. We need to complete the 
east leg of the Circle. We need a Route 
38 bypass desperately, and this is by no 
means a list. 
The first step in securing federal funds 
for this city’s development is to acquire 
the sendees of a professional architect- 
planner to advise the city officials and 
administer the New Castle city plan. 
Enough money to 
pay his wages will 
have to be found, but this is a small 
amount and is mere seed money, which 
will be returned a hundred times over 
in federal funds secured, in a better com­ 
munity, and in a stronger tax base that 
will provide relief to the average tax­ 
payer.

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ANNUAL ANTLERS 
ALBANY. New York (AP) — All winter 
long, bucks in the deer herd look just 
like all the rest of the deer. 
Paul M. Kelsey, New York regional 
consenration educator, says the mechan­ 
ics of deer antler growth have fascinated 
people for centuries. Antlers of the deer 
family are replaced annually, distinctly 
different from the horns of antelope, buf­ 
falo or domestic cattle, which simply 
adds additional external growth each 
season. 
Scientists think that increased sun­ 
light is picked up by the deer’s eye and 
passed to the pituitary gland located at 
the base of the brain. This gland then 
stimulates the start of antler growth. 
By mid-May, growth has started. 
After the breeding season, the buck’s 
antlers are shed for the winter.

Party platforms are designed 
to appeal to the most, alienate 
the fewest, and cover all major 
issues with such wording any 
candidate can run under the um­ 
brella. 
Countless 
hours 
are 
spent by party leaders to de­ 
sign a platform written in gen­ 
eral terms without spelling out 
specifies. They are submitted 
and seldom changed by dele­ 
gates. 
Some 130 representatives of 
all segments and interest groups 
in the Democratic party met to 
prepare the lengthy document. 
Testimony was solicited from 
all interested persons or groups. 
The most surprising and con­ 
troversial plank concerned the 
use of “highway trust” funds. 
It has been a raging battle in 
Congress as large eastern cit­ 
ies, hunting for a source of 
revenue to improve public trans­ 
portation. view the earmarked 
funds. Strong opposition to use 
of the funds for any purpose 
than 
highways has been, ex­ 
pressed in Indiana. 
Rue! W. Steele of Bedford, 
Republican Chairman of the bi­ 
partisan State Highway Com­ 
mission, has made several trips 
to Washington to testify against 
use of the funds for non-highway 
purposes. 
The Indiana Motor 
Truck Association, often consid­ 
ered the most influential lobby 
in the General Assembly, op­

marked funds... 
C. James McCormick, Vin­ 
cennes trucking firm operator 
and one time potential candi­ 
date for the Democratic guber­ 
natorial nomination, headed the 
transportation and safety sub­ 
committee to draft the platform 
planks. The subcommittee pro­ 
posed 
language which would 
preserve the highway trust fund 
supported by road user taxes, 
from non-road use. 
A motion to rename 'the fund

Another 
controversial 
plank 
calls for auto insurance reform 
incorporating the nofault con­ 
cept. Added was the language 
“with adequate compensation of 
all,” as a compromise to meet 
objections from trial lawyers 
who feel the right of suit should 
be maintained in cases of large 
claims. 
The insurance industry has 
been divided over the “no-fault” 
concept of auto insurance. Sup­ 
port of some type of modified 
nofault plan has been growing 
in the state, although bills have 
failed to move in the last two 
legislative 
sessions. 
Seven 
states have adopted some var­ 
iations of the no-fault concept, 
while sixteen other states are 
considering legislation. 
The American Trial Lawyers 
Association has been the princi­ 
pal opponent of “no-fault” in­ 
surance, and is credited with 
having blocked serious consider­ 
ation of the proposals in Indi­ 
ana. The Association is solic­ 
iting its 25,000 members in the 
nation for contributions of up 
to' $1,000 each for the “nation­ 
wide battle for preservation of 
our adversary system of jus­ 
tice.”

The 
“ability to pay” carries out the 
concepts voiced by the Demo­ 
cratic minority in the last two 
legislative sessions. Democrats 
held 'Out for an “adjusted gross 
income” tax to give property 
tax relief. 
Party platforms are an inte­ 
gral part of history. They are 
hard to convert into specific 
legislation.

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Few People Walk Middle Ground In Ulster 


BELFAST 
(AP) 
- 
Few 
people walk the middle ground 
in Northern Ireland, 
Three years of violence in a 
community 
of 
lVfe 
million 
people have left thir mark. 
Bomb blasts or bursts of gun­ 
fire have driven many into rig­ 
id stands. 
Some 
have 
seen 
relatives 
killed or crippled, a favorite 
shop go up in flames. All con­ 
front daily the sight of soldiers 
patrolling their streets. 
But surely the visitor may 
think, not everyone is an ex­ 
tremist, not everyone is com­ 
mitted—there must be a “silent 
majority” or minority, with the 
single thought of peace. 
The sight of quiet residential 
neighborhoods 
untouched 
by 
violence, 
contrasting 
sharply 
with the bombed and burned 
houses and buildings of much 
o* Belfast, makes one think 
that here must be people who 
have avoided violence. 
Within the untouched areas 
and villages, often mixed com­ 
munities of Catholic and Prot­ 
estant, there are in fact pople 
who say they are moderates, 
opposed to violence. Yet most 
have strong views. 
Lindsay Smyth is a Protes­ 
tant who lives in a comfortable 
suburb of Belfast a few hun­ 
dred yards from Newtonards 
Road, 
scene 
of rioting. 
His 
street is unscathed, and Catho­ 
lic friends live across the way. 
He has lived in Belfast all his 
49 years. 
Smyth considers himself part: 
of the antiextremist silent ma­ 
jority, but his outlook dearly 
reflects the Protestant view. 
The Smyths are determined, he 
says, to see that Northern Ire­ 
land remains British. 
Smyth is concerned that the 
Irish Republican Army might 
force Northern Ireland, where 
Protestants outnumber Catho­ 
lics, into union with the Irish 
Republic, dominantly Catholic. 
That, he said, would mean a 
surrender to blackmail by gun 
and bomb and an invitation to 
more trouble. He is angered 
that British peace overtures to 
the Catholics mean that sol­

in Londonderry. 


Wallace Given 
Good Report 


SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) 
— George C. Wallace's doctors 
have handed him a superb Fa­ 
thers* Day present: word that 
he has a 90-per-cent chance of 
being able to move about with 
assistance within six months. 
Following 
delicate 
surgery 
Sunday to remove from his 
spinal canal a bullet that has 
left him paralyzed from the 
waist down, the Alabama gov­ 
ernor’s physicians indicated he 
will be able to attend next 
mouth’s 
Democratic 
National 
Convention. 
But they said there is less 
than a 50-50 chance he will ever 
be able to walk normally again. 
Chances are better, they im­ 
plied, that Wallace will be able 
to partially conquer his paral­ 
ysis to the extent that he could 
walk a few steps with the aid of 
braces and crutches. 
They stressed an even-more- 
likely prospect: that Wallace 
will be able to stand unassisted 
and to move about with the 
help of crutches and braces 
“by 
swinging 
along, 
rather 
than walking,” even if the par­ 
alysis 
persists. 
'This 
would 
mean he would not have to 
spend the rest of his life in a 
wheelchair. 


WHY THIS 


He says: “You can’t expect 
the 
majority 
community 
to 
abide within, the law while part 
ol the United Kingdom is out­ 
side. There is a pertinent de­ 
mand that those who have com­ 
mitted crimes will have an am­ 
nesty. This means that citizens 
have 'been brutally murdered 
and those responsible go free. 
“Until

British 
govern­ 
ment is prepared to put down 
this armed rebellion in its own 
territory there can be no peace. 
There is much talk of what the 
minority wants to do, to switch 
violence on or off. You forget 
the majority. We are not pre­ 
pared to sit down and talk with 
gangsters like these.” 
Smyth 
believes 
any 
dis­ 
cussion of concessions that one 
side or another could make to 
achieve a united Ireland is ir­ 
relevant: 
“You 
cannot 
take 
away from a man his birth­ 
right. I believe in the British, 
way of life and you can’t cast 
that aside. The only way I 
could 
see 
a 
united 
Ireland 
would be to bring the whole 
island under British rule.” 
Patricia Holland, a teacher 
who is Roman Catholic, lives 
with her four children in the 
district of Ballyhackraore, two 
streets away from the Smyths. 
She is encouraged by Catholic 
revulsion at the methods, of 'the 
IRA gunmen and by London’s 
taking over of direct rule of 
Northern Ireland from its Prot- 
e s t a n t-dominated provincial 
government. 
“I was bora here,” she said. 
“For the first time I feel I’m 
like everyone else. Before di­ 
rect rule I always felt an un­ 
derdog. But there is a hard 
core cf stupid bigots on both 
sids keeping the violence go­ 
ing and that can destroy every­ 
thing.” 
Mrs. Holland, 35, is the only 
Catholic on 
her 
street, 
but 
“there 
never has been 
any 
trouble ” She visits her mother 
in. a more militantly Protestant 
area “and we just keep quiet 
and don’t bother anybody.” 
She 
is 
saddened 
by 
the 
wounds three years’ violence 
has left on. children: “I think 
all kids in areas where the 
trouble is worst are a lost gen­ 
eration.” 
The Rev. Patrick Milvie runs 
St. Patrick’s Church in a rela­ 
tively iwscarred area of Lon­ 
donderry. After Sunday masses 
parishioners were trickling up 
to his door to sign a peace peti­ 
tion partly organized by the 
church. Father Mulvie said 2,- 
500 of the 11,000 eligible in. Us 
parish had signed. 
“The Church stands in the 
middle,” he says gently. “The 
Church 
does not believe in 
bombing or shooting.

after Fox’s death and charged 
with murder.

Wiretapping 
Ruled Illegal 
By Top Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court today declared 
illegal the government’s wire­ 
tapping of suspected domestic 
“subversives” without a war­ 
rant 
Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr., 
speaking for the court, said the 
wiretapping 
without 
judicial 
permission is 
unconstitutional 
as well as unauthorized 'by the 
1968 Safe Streets Act. 
The former Richmond law­ 
yer, appointed to the court by 
President Nixon, said: 
“The 
danger to political dissent is 
acute where the government at­ 
tempts to act under so vague a 
concept as the power to protect 
‘domestic security’.” He added: 
“The price of lawful public 
dissent must not be a dread of 
subjection to an unchecked sur­ 
veillance power. Nor must the 
fear of unauthorized official ea­ 
vesdropping deter vigorous citi­ 
zen dissent and discus sion of 
government action in private 
conversation. For private dis­ 
sent, no less than open public 
discourse, is essential to our 
free society.” 
The Nixon administration and 
former Ally. 'Gen. Joto N. Mit­ 
chell 
maintained 
both 
the 
Fourth 
Amendment 
and 
the 
1968 federal law permit eaves­ 
dropping 
without 
warrants 
against individuals or groups 
that 
the 
Justice 
Department 
concludes may pose a danger 
to national security.

College Students Ride With Cops, 
Find Where The Action Is 


BUFFALO, N. Y. (AP) — 
“Cars Four. Shots fired victo 
ity Talbert Mali 
Cars Four 
Sniper fire! Talbert Ma.ll!” 
A police car cruising nearby 
careened through a maze of 
side streets arriving within sec­ 
onds at the complex of high- 
r i s e , 
low-rent 
apartments 
known, as the Talbert MaH, a 
violen.ee ridden area in Buffalo. 
“If there’s any shooting, stay 
down,” the patrolman advised 
his two passengers. 
A dozen more patrol cars 
converged on the scene as pa­ 
trolmen 
searched 
doorways, 
windows and rooftops. But the 
sniper escaped and the squad 
cars returned to normal patrol. 
“Why didn’t you search in­ 
side the buddings?” asked a 
petite young 'brunette sitting' in. 
the rear of the parol car. 
“It probably wouldn’t have 
done much good. Once a sniper 
is inside one of the buddings 
he’s safe. All he had to do is 
duck inside an apartment and. 
hide the gun. Besides, nobody 
inside would turn him in.” 
The curious brunette, a State 
University 
at 
Buffalo 
coed, 
rode with the police as an ob­ 
server. She was taking 'part in, 
a plan devised by community 
and student leaders to lessen 
the tensions between the city 
and the university. 
The program began in 1971 
when goodwill between students 
and police was low—due to a 
series of student-police clashes 
on campus. 
At 
first 
many 
policemen 
didn’t like the idea of student 
observers in. their patrol cars. 
But 
now 
a 
number 
have 
changed their views. 
“You find that most of the 
students are pretty nice kids,” 
patrolman Joseph T. Hansford 
said. He is a six-year veteran 
of the Buffalo Police Depart­ 
ment and was In the thick of 
the riots at the universiy. 
Patrolman Thomas E. Fay, a 
five-year 
veteran, 
now 
wel­ 
comes the chance to' ride with 
students. 
“It's a good program. Very 
good! It’s enlightening for us to 
get to know the students. It 
helps us see another side of the 


students and they get to see an­ 
other side of us they never saw 
before,” he said. 
Students 
seem 
impressed 
with the program. 
For one 
thing they like the excitement. 
And toe rides often complement 
their studies. 
Marilyn Gunther, a student 
majoring 
in 
social 
welfare, 
found her experience with toe 
police very interesting. 
“In that short time with the 
police, I felt that I learned 
more 
about welfare than 
I 
could ever learn from weeks in 
class or from hours reading 
voluminous 
sociological 
pa­ 
pers,” she said. 
“I remember that going hack 
to campus that night I felt for 
the 
first time I 
understood 
something about the people I 
want to help.” 
Patrolmen have been ordered 
to steer students clear of any 
hazardous situations. 
As a result of the program 
some students, have opted for 
police careers. One student has 
joined the California Highway 
Patrol, another is training for 
the U.S. Border Patrol, and two 
others 
are 
awaiting 
appoint­ 
ment to local police forces.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec- 
retary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird said today that national 
security would be jeopardized 
by the Moscow arms agree­ 
ment “unless there is continued 
support, for an adequate de­ 
fense budget.”

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 
The nation’s only woman, sena­ 
tor, 74-year-old Margaret Chase 
Smith, defeated a combination 
of youth and money to win Re­ 
publican nomination for a fifth 
term. 
Mrs. Smith will face Demo­ 
crat William D. Hathaway, a 
popular four-term congressman 
who romped to a 10-1 victory 
over perennial candidate Jack 
L. Smith of Portland in the 
state primary election Monday. 
With 602 of Maine’s 629 pre­ 
cincts reported, Mrs. Smith had 
71,107 votes to 34,527 for Robert 
A.G. Monks, 38, a millionaire 
businessman.
